As we bare had 
innumerable complaint* of the careless man- 
ner of bestow irifr equine burial, we maybe 
doing a great public service by calling atten- 
tion to a floating paragraph which states, to 
our astonishment, that large fortunes hire 
been made eTery year since the commenca- 
aent of the war out of the doad horses of the 
*5trmy of the Potomac. The popalar idea is 
that when Bosinante yields up the ghost she 
is buried in some field or left to molder into 
mother earth in the wools somewhere. Not 
to. She has made her last charge and gnawed 
her last fence rail, but there is from $20 to $ 10 
in the old animal yet. A contract for the pur- 
chase of the dead horses in the Army of the 
Potomac for the ensuing year was tn: a few 
days ago to the highest bidder at SI 70 per 
head, delivered at the factory of the contract- 
or. Last year $00,000 were cleared on the 
contract, and this year, it is thought, $100,000 
can bo made on it. The animals die at the 
rate of about fifty per day, at the lowest cal- 
culation. At the contractor's establishment 
they are thoroughly dissected. First, the shoes 
are pulled off; they are usually worth 50 cents 
a set. Then the hoofs are cut off; they bring 
about $2 a set. Then comes the caudal appen- 
dage, worth half a dollar. Tbon the bide; 
w» don't know what that selis for. Then the 
tallow, if it be possible to extract tallow from 
the army horses, which is extremely doubtful, 
unle& tbey die immediately after entering the 
service. And last, but not least, tbo shin- 
bones are valuable, being convertible Into a 
variety of articles that many believe to be 
composed of pure ivory, such as cane- hauls, 
kntfo-han dlfs. &c.

With their own hands 
t;iey made s> rude coffin, into which they 
reverently put the dead boy. They dag the 
grave, and lowered the body into it and 
e-jvered it over. The noUe> of the hammer- 
ing bronght some of the rebels to the spot. 
1 he eight was too much for them. The still- 
rrss of the night— the- story bo eloquently 
l > .i by the heroic labors of the little girls, 
."ot a word was spekon, no one Interfered, 
and when the sacred rights of burial were 
n rformcd, all separated, and the little drum- 
mer boy sleeps undisturbed in his grave on 
t ie battle-field. Snch tenderness and heroism 
deserve to rnn along the line of coming gene- 
rations with the story of the woman who 
broke the alabaster box on. tho feet of the 
Saviour, and with her who of her penury ctst 
her two mites into the treasury.

GOYEBNOB ANDBEW JOHNSON, OF TKNN. 

I chanced to be in Nashville the night after 
Governor Johnson made his midnight en- 
trance into that city, and was present at the 
St. Cloud Hotel when, after being serenaded 
by a brass band, he made his appearance on 
the front balcony of said hotel, and made a 
speech to the Nashvillains and other villains. 
The redoubtable Andy, whose "two eyes" 
had now seen a man that he was afraid of 
(wonder if he ever saw Andrew J. Donaldson 
or General Bnell?) was evidently taken by 
Furpriee; but the compliment of a blew on a 
few brass instruments had such a soothing, 
and likewise snch an inspiring effect on the 
humble faculties of the 6inecure Brigadier and 
Military Governor that, notwithstanding hia^ 
want or preparation, he buckled on his new 
coat (of mail), that, with the aid of a ponder- 
ous goose, be had completed a few moments 
Ik fore, and placing his arms akimbo, he made 
such, a bow to the assembled hosts as would 
1 Ave charmed and electrified even the classic 
and polished Chesterfield. He then planted 
tie two feet (well done up in elegant balmo- 
rals), in such a manner as to give everybody 
to uuderstand that he was going to take a 
firm stand and a dead set at the rebellion. 
This splendid manoeuvre completed, he imme- 
diately inclined his Platonic bead to one side 
after the most approved style of the school- 
men, and, dropping both his two hands by 
his iwo slab sides (of bad meat), with a quick, 
S).asmodic movement, be gave bis noble trunk 
a majestic inclination forward, and, opening 
wide his eastric orifice, he winked at the au- 
dience as sly as a Pug, then gave them a look 
as wiseis any assumed by an owl, and said: 
"Fellow humans and Yankee brethren!" 

But, Mr. Editor, as it is not my purpose to 
report the speech in eztenso, I wHl not follow 
the Hon. Military Functionary through his 
drawling and bungling exordium, but will 
proceed to give the point of all he said. 

His aim seemed to be a full and triumphant 
defence of his coarse in relation to the rebel- 
lion, and being a Southern man (with seven 
slaves) be, in our estimation, sought to con- 
vince his old political friends, and all other 
persons present, that he was not acting in bad 
riaith to the South and her peculiar interests 
by siding with the Government against the 
rebellion. He said bis mission to his old 
friends was one of peace; that he came with 
the Constitution of the United States in one 
hand and the olive branch in the other; that 
he was friendly to the course of President 
Lincoln because of his opposition to secession, 
and was for the everlasting unit? of the States. 
(I have a sort of confused remembrance of 
his bavins; said something about an abc- 
litiODist and secessionist being equal to each 
other, both in natural depravity and practical 
meanness, but for fear of doing the Governor 
injustice, and of wonnding bis delicate sensi- 
bilities, we'll not attempt to report what it 
was be eaid exactly). He said, moreover, that 
the designs of the Government, in its policy 
of coercion, had been basely and wilfully 
misrepresented by wicked and designing men 
about Nashville and in other parts of the 
State, and it was his intention, as well as his 
pleasant duty, to expose the base impositions 
that bad been palmed off on the unsuspecting 
masses. He then denied what had been said 
by the rebels, that Lincoln had a design 
against the institution, and intended its des- 
truction thrcugh the agency of his immense 
armies; eaid it was the President's sole par- 
poise to restore the Union as it was and the 
Constitution as it is, and to restore the au- 
thority of the Federal Government over the 
States in rebellion, witboutany molestation of 
their reserved powers or interference with 
their slave interests; "at least,-" said he, "that 
is my understanding of the President s pol- 
icy, and this being my understanding ot it, 
1 am here to contribute my feeble aid toward 
the accomplishment of these laudable purposes. 
If 1 did not believe this I would uj; be here 
to-night." 

Now, Mr. Editor, let your readers contrast 
the position of Governor Johnson then with 
his position now, also contrast his position in 
Congress (for he has been to Congress) with 
bid present attitude before the country, and 
then let them ask, as if in the very presence of 
tha Deity: "Can a man of such a record of ir- 
reconcili ble inconsistences be trusted? can ho 
be an honest man .''' (We once heard that 
pious, humble, Christian gentleman and Meth- 
odist theologian, Parson Browolow, in a pub- 
lic speech at the courthouse in Nashville, in- 
vite the then civil Governor to come forward 
and tr.ke a seat on the stand by him (B ) that 
he might "denounce him (J.) to his face as an 
nnmitigatedHarandscoundrel." But let that 
pass; it's all rtir.de up now; and, having bated 
like the "Theban Pair,' they now love like 
Damon and Pythias). 

Already, Mr. Editor, my article is rather 
long; still I am not wiiiing to conclude it 
•ivithont bringing to the view of your readers 
some parallel passages from some of the 
upeecbesof our noble Military Governor. 

On the 21st alt . there was a meeting of the 
oeopie of Nashville, "in the Hall of the House 
ot Representative?, to take initiatory steps 
o irstore civil government in Tennessee," 
and Gov. Johnson made a uptecb at it, from 
.be printed report of which I make the fol- 
lowing quomtions: ' This question of slavery 
1R3 been the disturbing element in this Gov- 
•rr meat, and the time has come now to set- 
Mt) it. The rebels commenced the destruc- 
.ion of the Government for the preservation 
if slavery (underlining my own), and the 
'government is putting down the rebellion, 
and in the preservation of its own existence 
■ita put slavery down ioatly and rightfully, 
and upon correct principles, • • • Rij-ht 
,rcei forward, truth triumphs; junica is 
paramount; and slavery goes dawn. The 
time bss come when the tyrant's rod shall 
be broken, and tbo captive set free. • • * 
Lot the people come Cotwavd and speak, and 
n fpeaking upon the negro question, mv 
honest convictions Are, th-it they will settle 
it, and settle it finally. ♦ » • And if these 
brave officers and gallant men, with wh it 
aid we c tn give them, wiil keep the rebel 
Tiny from us, or atiye them into the Ou'f (as 
. believe ere long they will) before they reach 
the Gulf, Teoaesseo will stand redeemed, re- 
generated, and disenthralled, by the genius of 
universal emancipation." 

From the foregoing, it is plain that the Gov- 
ernor is an t mancipation i.it, or to use a term 
more current, more refined, and at the same 
time, of decidedly superior odor, an abolition- 
ist. 1 hope, Mr. Editor, that your readers will 
not be so wanting in all the elements of gen- 
tility and good taste, as to imagine that Gov. 
Johnson really meant what be said when two 
years ago, at Nashville, he denounced an abo- 
litionist as being as mean as a secessionist. 
That would cause them to suppose that the 
Govt cnor acknowledges himself to be as much 
of a rascal as be has pruc'taimed Jeff Divis to 
be. 

The Governor's present position in strange 
contract with the one be assumed or pretended 
to assumt— don't know which — in Congress 
in 1844, I etibmit my proof, and know, that 
your reader?, when th'yshr.ll have nadir, 
will say : "Bully for Andy." Proof— Mr. 
Jobuson hnd a few plain inquiries to make of 
th» abolitionists of the country and of their 
orgacs in the House. One was, if they htd 
the lower to abolish slavery now, were they 
prepared to tnrn OTer two millions of negroes 
loose upon the country to become a terror and 
burden to society, producing disaffection b2- 
tween then, and their former masters, finally 
to be fanned into a flame, wearing into a ser- 
vile war, resulting in the final extirpation of 
their race in the United States, besides shed- 
ding much of the white man's blood. But as 
you have no right to aboliih Slavery in the 
United States, or anywhere else, are you pre- 
pared to tax the owners near ten hundred 
millions of dollars, and then give itbtckto 
them for their negroes in the shape of purchase 
monry? Ti is would be legalu d robbery." 
(Quoted from one of the Governor's speeches 
in Congress in 1844.) 

Th.rt His Excellency was of opinion (at 
least he said so in a speech) that the Govern- 
ment of the United States bad no right to 
abolish Blavery in its ownjurisdiction or any 
where else. He said, too, that "to tn tho 
slaveholder and non-slaveholder" to purchase 
the negroes to send "them to Africa or any 
where else" would bo "plundering one por- 
ticn of the community to remunerate an- 
other." The difference between Gov. Johnson 
then and now is simply this: then he was (i. e. 
be jota" to out aloud), opposed to "legalized 
robbery" and "plundering one portion of the 
community to remunerate another;" but now 
twenty years after, he not only favors all 
those odions schemes, bnt goes s ill farther 
ard favors immediate and universal emanci- 
pation without ant) compensation whatever. 
Tbis, I suppose, he esteems obeying "the laws 
•f Heaven"— breaking the tyrant's rod and a 
liberation of the captive. To some ot us 
rustic yeomen, however, it smacks of some- 
thing worse even than "legalized robbery," 
vk: wholesale plunder and downright piracy. 
Twenty years have wrought a miraculous 
change in the affairs of this country, and in 
the opinions, no, I mean the expressions of 
Gov. Johnson. It requires, however, but 
political sagacity to enable a person to com- 
prehend tte Covernor thoroughly. Twenty 
years ago there was no rebellion, and he wa9 
dependant for position on a pro-slavery 
contitueccy. Now there is a rebellion con- 
vnlsing the country, and the Governor finds 
himself sadly odious to his former friend', aid 
dependent for position on the will of the 
sworn enemies of the institution. Does not the 
mind irresistibly come to the conclusion that 
'twixt Tweedlednm and Tweedledee (John- 
son twenty years ago and Johnson now) there 
was a "high contest" all the time for "the 
loaves and fishes." "Verily, circumstances 
form the only creed, and expediency the God 
of seme men." 

In a speech before Congress on a certain 
iiccxsipn th. Governor indulged in tho follow- 



just read Mr. Adams says he is no abolition- 
ist; but in opposition to slavery he goes as 
far as any of them; and if the emancipation 
of the negroes in the South has to be effected 
by the shedding of bloqd, he says 'let it come.' 
Can the Sooth be mistaken as to the mean- 
ing of such language as this? Is it not time 
to be on the alert? Is it not time they were 
roused from their apathy ? This is a question 
that the South should unite upon ; the whole 
ninety-three members from the eleven slave- 
holding States Bhonld come up on this ques- 
tion as a band of brothers, joining in one fra- 
ternal hug; heart responding to heart; turn- 
ing their faces toward heaven and swearing 
by tbeir altars and their God that they will 
sink in the dust together before they will 
yield the great compromise contained in the 
constitution of their fathers.'' 

Mr. Editor, I know a hardened old sinner 
in my neighborhood who says the above "beats 
any tning ever said by JefT Divis before seces- 
sion, all hell. 1 ' However this may be, one 
would at least have supposed that Andy had 
no notion of joining in a fraternal hug with 
"the negro-Etealing abolitionists. 

After speaking like an oracle on the "spe- 
cial interpositions of Providence" for the pun- 
ishmentof transgressions of the "Divine law," 
the Governor let himself off in the following 
splendid Puritanical style: 

"Dees not the mind irresistiblv come to the 
conclusion that this great sin (slavery) must 
begotten clear of or result in the overthrow 
and destruction of this nation? I say, then, 
remove the cvil,*bey the laws of heaven, and 
always reach a right conclusion." — Speech of 
January 21, 1864. 

In '44, when His Supreme Excellency'wns 
speaking with perfect last-ditch eloquence 
about "legalized robbery," and plundering 
one portion of the community to remunerate 
another, a man would have supposed that the 
Governor was of opinion that ha was then 
obeying "the laws of heaven," and that he 
thought he had reached a "right conclusion," 
when be wanted the whole* ninety-three 
members from the eleven slave-holding States 
to join "in a fraternal hug"— on the nigger. 

I now invite attention to the Governor's 
reconstruction policy. He assumes authority 
to require all persons desiring to vote at th<3 
api reaching March election, to subscribe to 
the following oath: ' I solemnly swear that I 
will henceforth support the Constitution of 
the United States, and defend it against the 
assaults of all its enemies; that I will here- 
after be and conduct myself as a true and 
faithful citizen of the United States, freely 
and voluntarily claiming to be its subject to 
all the duties and obligations, and entitled to 
all the rights and privileges of such citizen- 
ship; that I ardently desire the suppression of 
the present insurrection and rebellion against 
the Government of the United States, the suc- 
cess of its armies, and the defeat of all those 
who oppose them; and that the Constitution 
of the United States, and all laws and procla- 
mations made in pursuance thereof, may be 
speedily and permanently established and en- 
forced over all the people, States, and Terri- 
tories thereof; and further, that I will here- 
after heartily aid and assist all loyal people in 
the accomplishment of these results, so help 
me God." 

Mefsrs. Editors, I don't design saying 
anything concerning the internal defects of 
the oath, but will proceed at once to demon- 
strate, to the satisfaction of "all the world 
and the rest of mankind," that the attempt to 
"force it down the throats" of the people is 
an act of high-handed tyranny and usurpation 
worthy to compare with anything ever done 
by Charles I., and the Governor himself shall 
be my main witness in the case. 

Inorder to come at the matter clearly, I will 
again refer to bis speech of the 21st o<| Janua- 
ry. Frcm page 2d I take the following: 
"Admitting the functions of a State to be 
paralyzed for a time, it does not destroy the 
State, as has been correctly remarked." 

On page 8th is the following: "And I fully 
concur in the doctrine I have heard advanced 
here to-night, that a State cannot commit su- 
icide — a State cannot destroy itself — a State 
has no right to go out of the Union, and the 
Federal Government has no right to put one 
oat. * * It is undeniable; there is no way 
to tleetroy a State." 

Now, Mr. Editor, according to the plainest 
principles of sound criticism, it follows from 
the premises of the Governor that no act of 
secession, or other revolutionary proceeding, 
can »lter, in any degree, tho code of State 
laws, its constitution, or other governmental 
machinery. Then, Sir, notwithstanding the 
vote of "separation and representation" of 
Tenreseee, and her other rebellions acts (in- 
cluding, of course, that foul outrage of Got* 
tri eir Harris on bis hat crown), bad any effect 
except on the political body ot the State, ex- 
cept to paralyze its powers for a time. That 
time of nervous prostration continued during 
the time the State was in the grasp of the 
rebels. When redeemed and disenthralled 
from their control, the body began to show 
signs of returning potency; the satgnant 
blood began to flow with its wonted speed; 
the relaxed and powerless limbs felt anew 
tbeir old powers of locomotion, and the ad- 
mirable and delicate, nervous telegraph, re- 
paired and in thorough working order, again 
trembled to the toach of the operator, and 
shot the lightning will along its whole line. 
The State — the political body ot the St»te— . 
stood up the same as it did before "separation 
and representation," or even Gov. Harris had 
opened a way through the crown of bis hat 
for the rain and dew o' heaven to moisten 
his feverish brain. The functions of the 
State Government, in relation to the Federal 
Government, were paralyzed by the presence 
ot tho rebels; upon tbeir withdrawal, and 
the occupation of the State by the Federal 
forces, the Slate, as a political being, wa3 
delivered from- rebel captivity, and was en- 
titled to the same treatment at tbe hands of 
the Federal civil and military authorities as 
was extended to other Stau-s; sho was en- 
titled to ber Governor, her Julges. her M*g- 
i-tratec, etc,, the same p.s Massachusetts or 
Ntw York. All this, I say, follows irresist ■ 
ably from tbo premises laid down by the 
Ilrigadierand Military Governor. 

Tbe question now is, being entitled to the 
treatment above indicated, did she receive it? 
Tbe whole country, tbe whole reading world, 
knows she did not. This needs no further 
proof than the movement now going on "to 
rettore civil government in Tennessee" — a 
proceeding that meets with the approval ot 
the" Governor, and probably originated with 
him. 

After all this, we would respectfully inquire 
ot the Governor for the part of the Constitu- 
tion ot tbe United States that gives the Presi- 
dent the right to appoint a Military Governor 
ever a State, and likewise for the part of the 
constitution of Tennessee that provides for 
tbe administration of its affairs by such an 
Executive. Such a provision cannot be pro 
dnced from eitberof said instruments. Then, 
frem tbe position assumed by Governor John- 
son In his speech on the 21st tilt., he and Mr. 
Lincoln are equally guilty of a gross outrage 
uton the political body of Tennessee in hav- 
ing proceeded in tbe management of her af- 
fairs in a manner unknown to, and in direct 
antagonism to tbe plain provisions of her con- 
stitution. 

Tbe organic law of the land is silent on the 
manner ot procedure in cases like and similar 
to the one under view; and advantage has 
been taken of that silence by tbe worthies of 
Washington to proceed in quite an extraordi- 
nary, and, in my estimation, revolutionary 
manner in tbe management of Tennessse af- 
fairs; no such convenient subterfuge, however, 
offers itself for Gov. Johnson to shelter him- 
self behind The language of the Constitu- 
tion of Tennessee on the subject of voters is 
too plain aud explicit to admit of any misap- 
prehension on the subject. Is is as follows: 
"Every tree white man, of the age of twenty- 
one years, being a citizen ot the United 
States, and a citizen of tho county wherein 
be may effer his vote, six months next pre- 
ceding the day ot election, shall be entitled to 
vote tor members of the General Assembly 
and other civil officers for the county or dis- 
trict in which he resides." — [Art. IV, Sec. 1.] 

As persons voting mast be citizea3 of the 
United States, it is important to inquire if a 
Governor, whether military or civil, has any 
authority in tbis country to prescribe to citizens 
of tht United States an oath of his own dictation 
and order that they shall be required to sub- 
scribe to it or else be disfranchised. Mr. Ed- 
itor, it would be a work of supererrogatioa to 
elaborate this matter, such is the amount of 
elementary, political, and legal knowledge 
aruoDg the people. I know I may safely as- 
sert that no Governor in the United States has 
any such power. 

Very well. The qnestion now is, are the 
people of Tennessee citizens of the United 
States? All of them doubtless are not, but it 
was my understanding of Gen. Rosecran9's 
General Order No. 43, tnat persons of Tennes- 
see complying with it by taking the oath of 
allegiance, were to be treated in every respect 
as citizens of tbe United States, and "entitled 
to all the rights, privileges, aud immunities" 
of such citizens in other States. I know that 
snch was the understanding of the matter by 
tbe persons about here who took the oath of 
allegiance. Yes, sir, «ruf fAt'j was the OeneraCs 
intention; and nobody better knows tbis than 
Andy Johnson! 

Then, Mr. Editor, we have strange, though 
revolting, the diabolical spectacle presented 
to our view, in this land of constitutional 
liberty, of a miserable little upstart — of— a 
man, a loathsome excrescence on the politi- 
cal body of oar State, a huge bundle of in- 
consistencies, and "a festering mass of moral 
putrefaction," prescribing to the citizens of 
the United States in Tennessee, as the only 
condition upon which tbey may exercise that 
highest and most sacred right of a freemm, 
the election franchise, the oath, as above 
given. Remember be prcecribes ibis oath of 
his own will, without any authority from any 
quarter viiuttevcc, to givuteuset iui United 



States in Tennessee, the same as if he were 
the Viceroy of some Absolute Monarch. 

Messrs. Editors, in conclusion, I announce 
as my position and as the position of Tennes- 
seeans generally, that proof of a man's hav- 
ing taken the oath of allegiance establishes 
bis citizenship of the United States and his 
right to vote, in any election in the State, for 
State officers, either civil or military, and 
that Governor Johnson's course in reorgan- 
izing the State is well worthy of the Imitation 
and emulation of the tools of the veriest des- 
potisms on earth. Privately, I am of the 
opinion that Governor Johnson only lacks 
the opportunity to aspire, like Ctc3ar or Na- 
poleon, to the establishment ot a dynasty.

I was 
not on guard's duty, the L euttnants in charge 
r.f the guard having that duly to perform, and 
it was from their report and wbat I saw of 
the transaction, that I form the facts in the 
case. 1 do not think that there has baen in- 
tentional wrong done aiy one. It is a desire 
to get at the facts in the case that I troabls 
you. 

Lieutenant Kingsman, I think, was present 
when the matter was talked over, and made 
no snch report as you speak of. Why did he 
not make such report, if true? Tne facts ar- 
rived at by us at tbe time were these: That 
Gen. Vance did walk off the cars while in 
motion; that bis cries first attracted attcn-, 
tlon ; that tbe conductor was the first to hear 
him, end that I was awakened by his calling 
my name; that General Vance is in the habit 
of talking and walking in hid sleep.

► Caibo, March 15. 

Late information from Vicksburg is to the 
effect that news had been brought in by ne- 
groes, that a portion of the Marine Brigade 
under Capt. Crandall, recently surprised a 
rebel camp, twelve miles east of Pu Gibson, 
and captured forty-seven prisoners, arms in- 
cluded, and Capt. Lewis, besides releasing 
five of our men who had been taken at Big 
Black a, few days before. A large lot of pro- 
visions was destroyed by tbe same party. - 

Lieutenant Fredericks, who escapod from 
cur boats at Ntw Madrid, was recaptured by 
Col. Ellett. 

Yazoo City has been evacuated. Colonel 
Coates says our loss in tbe recent fight is 
much lighter than at first reported. The 
buildings from which our force was fired upon 
were destroyed. 

The steamer Minnehaha is hard aground 
opposite Hickman. She is so far out of the 
channel, that it will take a long time to get her 
off. Two regiments of veterans, the 8th and 
12th Iowa, which are on board, have sent to 
the quartermaster here for another boat. 

Gov. Yates came down to-day on the train 
and wentdown the river on the steamer Mis- 
sissippi. He goes to Memphis. 

On Friday last Forrest, a brother of Gen.i 
Forrest, and a squad of guerillas, rode past 
Mr. Jameson's, twelve miles from Memphis, 
where they observed several men disappear. 
Tbey immediately started toward the place 
when two of the supposed fugitives emerged 
and oidered the guerillas to bait. 

One was named Contrigal, a daring robber, 
who bad a repeater which he fired. Forrest 
ordered bis men to fire, and Contrigal and Lis 
companion, Samuel Allen, formerly of Nash- 
ville, fell dead. Dr. Malone, bearing the 
firirjg, ran oat of the house and sought rafuge 
lichitid a tree, fifty yards from the gu-rillas. 
Forrest fired At b.m, slightly wonnding him 
in tbe bead. Tbe gang 'heuMif.r thesoath- 
watd.

Her Mnjesty's Government, in the spirit of a ! 
former communication ot the uudersigned to 
his Lordship, relating to the capture of the 
Chesapeake in British waters, that the ' 
President disapproves and regrets the act 
of force, power, and authority which 
was exercised by tbe officers of the 
Ella and Annie, in British waters, on the 
occasion mentioned, as a violation of tbe law 
Of nations, and the friendly relations exist- 
ing between the two countries, so greatly to 
tbe satisfaction of the United States, and the 
advantage of both nations. The President 
has reason to believe that the proceedings 
thus disapproved were taken by the officers 
concerned under the influence of a patriotic 
and commendable zeal to bring to deserved 
I unisbment outlaws who had offended against 
the peace and dignity o! both countries. 

Tbe President, while bo recognizes this cir- 
cumstance as modifying tbe character of the 
transaction and mitigating the censure to be 
bestowed upon it, nevertheless freely concedes 
tbat it does not constitute a justification for 
tbe violation of the sovereignty of Great 
Britain, which those officers have committed. 
He has therefore directed that they shall be 
censured for this violation, and he will take 
such other means as may be necessary lo pre- 
vent a recurrent oi the grievances complained 
of. Fully determined to make all tho amends 
tbat are due to Great Britaia in the premises, * 
the undersigned will await tho consideration ' 
of Her Majesty's Government upon the case 
as it has now been submitted.

■ The proclamation of Governor Bram- 
lette which we publish on the next page is a 
timely and judicious paper. Just, temperate, 
pacifying, dignified, and firm, it will exert a 
falutary influence on the people. We 
commend it to their thoughtful conspi- 
ration. Let them treasure and obey 
its wise ani statesmanlike and patriotic 
counsels. Let them confide in their faithful 
Chief Magistrate. Governor Bramlette, the 
people may rest assured, will do everything 
in his power to maintain intact the constitu- 
tional rights of Kentucky, while he will in 
any event maintain her honor unsullied. He 
•minently deserves the popular confidence in 
the emergency which is upon us. Governor 
Bramlette comprehends the high and delicate 
trust committed to his charge; and he will not 
betray it. 

Js5r*The Frankfort Commonwealth very 
furiously and frothily assails the Union Cen- 
tral Committee of Kentucky on account of 
the call which stands at the head of our col- 
umns. This is as we expected. The assault 
is a matter of course. The Frankfort Com- 
monwealth is not a Union paper. It is an 
enemy and a filifier of the Union party of 
Kentucky. It is an abolition paper. Its ap- 
proval of the action of the Union Democracy 
is not to be expected; and it is indeed as little 
to be desired as it is to be expected. The ap- 
plause of an abolitionist is more fatal as well 
as more odious than his abuse. 

The Commonwealth pretends that the com- 
mittee in issuing the call has usurped au- 
thority, alleging, as the grounds of this pre- 
tension, that the call is not addressed to the 
Union party of Kentucky, and that the con- 
vention is called to appoint delegates to the 
conservative national convention. The first of 
these objections is false, and the last is ab- 
surd. The call is addressed expressly to all 
Kentuckians who indorse the platform of the 
Union party of the State, and that platform 
expressly as well as by virtue of the princi- 
ples it announces leagues its indorsers her? 
with the conservatives everywhere else in the 
Union. Furthermore, the Union men of Ken- 
tucky, standing upon this platform, have al- 
ways avowed their alliance with the conser- 
vatives elsewhere. This avowal formed a 
conspicuous and very essential feature in the 
late State canvass; and Governor Bramlette 
not only repeated the avowal with the utmo3t 
emphasis in his inaugural address, but sub- 
sequently accepted an invitation from the 
Democratic Central Committee of New York 
to speak there in support of the con- 
servative ticket of the State, and would have 
fulfilled his engagement but for a sudden ir- 
ruption of rebels into our borders. Nay, 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Kentucky, the 
gallant Jacob, is even now on a mission of 
aid to the conservatives of the North, having 
left home several days ago to address a grand 
mass meeting of oaoservatives in the city of 
New York last night, while Governor Bram- 
lette himself in the noble address which we 
publish this morning appeals from the in- 
justice of the radical party to the justice of 
the American people at the ballot-box in the 
coming national trial. And herein these 
patriotic and faithful officers have but acted 
in simple conformity to the platform of the 
party that elected them. They are in this re- 
lation the exponents of their party as well as 
the defenders of the constitution and the laws. 
In short, the Union party of Kentucky is by 
position and by open declaration in affiliation 
with the conservatives of the Union at lirge. 
It is and has ever been a conservative 
cot a radical party. This fact is as incon- 
testable as the existence of the party. 

Yet the apostate sheet at Frankfort accuses 
the Union Central Committee of usurping . * 
thority by calling a convention to appoint 
delegates to the conservative national con- 
vention I The accusation is supremely ab- 
surd. The committee would have usurped 
authority indeed, and usurped it under cir- 
cumstances of extreme odium, by calling a. 
convention either to appoint delegates to the 
radical national convention or to consider 
whether the party should affiliate with the 
conservatives or with the radicals, for such a 
call would have repudiated the platform and 
the antecedents of the party, thereby wiping 
out the charter of the committee's authority. 
The question as to whether the Union party 
of Kentucky should affiliate with the conser- 
vatives or with the radicals is not an open 
question. It is ciosed and sealed by the plat- 
form and the established character of the par- 
ty. No question of the kind was ever settled 
more definitively. By calling a convention to 
settle this point the committee would have 
trampled upon its just authority and betrayed 
its solemn trust. A call like this would have 
been not only a libel upon the Union party of 
Kentucky but the herald of its dissolution. 
It would have branded "Dcpb" or "Ohsat'' 
on the front of every Union man in the Com- 
monwealth. The call as issued by the com- 
mittee is in strict accordance with the laws 
and usages of parties. It does net by so much 
as a huii's-brcadth transcend the committee's 
authority. It is as thoroughly regular and 
legitimate a call as was ever put forth. 

We have said thus much not by way of aa- 
awerinc the Commonwealth, for it is not worth 
answering, but in order further to expose it, a 
purpose which we shall finish by quoting the 
closing paragraph of the article under notice. 
"We hope and recommend," says the Com- 
monwealth, "that the Union people of the 
State will at once assemble in primary meet- 
ings, and appoint delegates to a State Con- 
vention, to assemble at Louisville on the 25th 
day of May, to determine their status as to 
the several National organizations, and ap- 
point delegates to the National Union Con- 
vention, and if they see proper, nomi- 
nate an electoral ticket and candidates 
for State offices to be filled." Here 
the cloven-foot of abolitionism is shoved 
clean out, in the express recommendation 
that a State convention shall be held to ap- 
point delegates to the abolition national con- 
vention.

No hunost and sensible man doubts 
th .t the orders,, alleged by some rabal or reb- 
els, to have been found in the pocket of the 
•lead Col. Dahlgren, were rebel forgeries, got 
up as pretexts for the atrocities practice lut on 
the dead body of Col. D., and the live bjdi-s 
of his captured men. Neither he nor any 
other Federal officer ever bore upon his per- 
son orders for burning Richmond and pu'- 
tiog Jeff Davis and his Cabinet to do*tb. 
Richmond, if captured, would be far too 
valuable to us to be turned, and Davis and 
his Cabinet, if made prisoners, would be 
worth a thousand times* more to us living 
than dead. Even if Col. D. had intended 
that bis men should destroy Richmond and 
kill the members of the rebel adminis:ration, 
he would not have carried orders to that ef- 
fect in bis pocket, for he could have no motive 
in doing so, and he well understood his 
liability to death or capture in his fearfully 
perilous enterprise. The acts of the rebels in 
horribly mutilating his cold corpse and 
thrusting it into a secret pit, where they boast 
that no eye of kindred or friend shall ever i 
bok upon the grass or the weeds that wave 
above him, cannot be retaliated in kind by a 
civilized people, but they will be stamped ' 
with the deep and righteous vengeance of the \ 
blighting and blasting public sentiment of j 
the whole Christian world. The loading of 
Col. D.'s captured men with chains and fet- 
ters cau be properly avenged by our author- 
ities, and we doubt not that it will be done 
with all promptness. 

Although the orders charged to have been 
found in the pocket of Col. Dahlgren were a 
b»3e and infamous forgery, worthy only of | 
the vilest miscreants of the earth, it happens 
to be a fact that the design, which he is ac- 
cused of having had upon the rebel capital 
and the members ot the rebel Administration, 
was very nearly the identical design that a : 
rebel officer of far higher rank than he, Gen. i 
Beauregard, formed, even in the early part of 
the rebellion, against the city of Washington, 
the President of the United States, and Lieut. 
Gen. Scott. In 1861, when the rebels were 
fully expecting to capture Washington, a de- 
spatch of Beauregard, written in a very in- 
genious and elaborate cipher, was captured 
upon the person of a rebel officer.

I shall cross tho river above Little Vails 
on Sunday at 2 A. M. Signal red and white 
rockets from Turner's Hill. For God's sake, 
don't fail us. Fire the city at all points agreed 
on at once. Despatch Lincoln and Scott as 
you suggest, and let the execution of our plot 
be perfect. BEAUREGARD. 

The eminently respectable Elitor of the 
New York Evening Post states that he has 
seen the original copy of this despatch in 
cipher. U was published when it was first 
brought to light, and the rebels did not care 
to deny its authenticity. They did not wish 
then to conceal or deny the fact that they 
would burn Washington and put to death 
the chief men of our Gsvernment if they 
could. Indeed they openly boasted, through 
their newspapers and all other available me- 
diums, that they would do these things if they 
could, and that they were quite sure that they 
could. No one need doubt that the wretches 
and miscreant, who could plan arson and 
assassination in 18C1 are quite capable in 1864 
of attempting by forgery to fix like criminal 
designs upon a noble foe not living to vindi- 
cate himself. 

If the rebels recklessly charge upon us every 
shocking crime that they themselves commit 
or contemplate, they will make up an appal- 
ling and devilish catalogue. 



The Frankfort Commonwealth, which 
in delault of a more efficient scavenger is now 
doing the dirty work of the abolitionists 
amongst^ us, recommends the meeting of a 
State convention in this city on the 25th 
of May to appoint delegates to the radical na- 
tional convention at Baltimore.

Two conventions for the same purpose. would 
be too much even of a good thing, much more 
of such a thing. No doubt the Common- 
wealth's recommendation was occasioned by 
a mere slip of memory, for it is not to be sup- 
posed that the Commonwealth is ashamed of 
the leaders of the party it has joined, or, if 
Such a supposition were admissible, that the 
sheet foolish a3 it is would attempt to hide 
its shame in so open a cover as this. We, 
therefore, take the trouble to jog its memory. 

There are but two great national conven- 
tions to be held in the Union this summer. 
One of these is the conservative national con- 
vention, which meets at Chicago on the 
Fourth of July ; the other is the radical na- 
tional convention, which meets at Baltimore 
on the seventh of June. A State convention 
of the Union Democracy of Kentucky will 
meet in this city on the twenty. fifth of May to 
appoint delegates to the conservative national 
convention; and a State convention ot the 
radicals of Kentucky will meet in this city on 
the ninth of May to appoint delegates to the 
radical national convention. Now, if there 
are any radicals here so peculiarly con- 
stituted that they desire to hold two 
radical State conventions "to do one thing, we 
certainly have no objection to the realization 
of their desire; but the idea that the multi- 
plication of conventions will change the spots 
of the party is of course simply laughable. 
The damned spots will not out at any such 
bidding. The expedient wi'.l be far more apt 
to rob the spots in than to rub them out, 
wtile as respects the unity aad harmony of 

the radicals but all this is none of our 

business. 

It is sufficient for u3 to say that the people 
of Kentucky must choose between the con- 
servative national convention and the radical 
national convention, and that a choice of the 
radical national convention will remain 
ths same no matter by what State convention 
the choice is made. The essential thing is the 
choice itself. The manner or instrument of 
the choice is unessential. The pure and sim- 
ple question which each Kentuckian must de- 
termine is: "Shall I oo witd ihb conskrv- 
atives ob with THE badicals'.'" This question 
so confronts'every Kentuckian that none can 
escape it. And indeed it so confronts every 
loyal man in the Union. It is in civil affairs 
the inevitable question of the hour. It must 
be met and answered by actions if not by 
words. The choice absolutely cannot be 
avoided. It is as unavoidable as the choice 
-presentedto the tribes of Israel at Shechem by 
Joshua, whose language we reverently adopt 
in this solemn national juncture; "And if it 
seem evil unto you to serve the Lord, choose 
you this day whom ye will serve: whether 
the gods which your fathers served that were 
on the other side of the flood, or the gods of 
the Amorites, in whose lands ye dwell ; but, 
as for me and my house, we will serve the 
Lord." And we cherish an abiding and in- 
spiring faith that in this juncture the answer 
of the American people will be in its kind as 
wise as that of the Israelites at Shechem. 

IgyThe Editor of the Frankfort Common- 
wealth thinks that we may as well keep our 
temper. We think he had better get rid ot 
his at his earlie3t.convenience. He will thus 
make.himself less unhappy and much less disa- 
greeable. 

He says that we "cannot make the Com- 
monwealth descend to personalities." Per- 
haps that paper, to get to personalities, might 
not have to "descend" at all. Let the Editor 
look at an editorial paragraph in the second 
or third editorial column of bis last Wednes- 
day's paper, and see whether it is not most 
offensively and grossly personal toward us. 
He had better rise above personalities before 
he talks about "descending" to them. 

f£y The authorities at Washington, one 
would think, might afford to tolerate Colonel 
Wolford in applying some pretty hard words 
to them in consideration of his administering 
hard blows to the rebels. The brave old 
Colonel's arrest is a joy to our country's ene- 
mies, and a grief to its friends.

|®°It may be remembered that a short 
time 'ago there was a skirmish about fifteen 
miles from Sparta, Tenn., between two com- 
panies of Stokes's 5th Tennessee loyal cav- 
alry and about three times their number of 
rebels under Ferguson, Hughes, Hamilton, 
Carter, and Bledsoe. Lieut. Carter, of the 
5th Tennessee cavalry, has given an account 
of the affair to the Nashville Union. He says 
that seven of the Federal troops were killed 
and fourteen captured, and that Ferguson 
took the latter to a point about two miles 
from the scene of the skirmish, and had the 
whole of them murdered. 

Ferguson is a regularly commissioned rebel 
officer, and one of the chief favorites in the 
rebel' service. If what Lieut. Carter says is 
true, as undoubtedly it is, our Government 
must have redress, even though the cost be a 
cistern of blood. A Government that would 
submit to have its troops murdered with im- 
punity in their captivity, wsuld deserve to 
be transfixed with the keenest arrows of 
Heaven's and eartk's vengeance and scorn. 

IS^The Gatlin gun was tested at Fortress 
Monroe last Monday. It is said to have 
proved a most effective weapon, throwing 
two hundred shots per minute. II it is to bs 
taken into battle to work ftr any length of 
time, it will require at least one hundred and 
fifty caissons. A great complaint is that our 
artillerymer, even now, fire too rapidly, 
often finding themselves out of ammunition 
when it is most needed, and of course retreat- 
ing precipitately. 

Certainly in a heavy charge of the enemy 
upon our lines or fortifications, the Gatlin 
gun, if her Gre were reserved until the rebels 
thould be in deadly proximity, could, by two 
hundred discharges of canister and grape shot 
per minute, mow down the hostile forces like 
grass.

Wo shall be un- 
der obligations for any information that will 
enable us to dismiss unworthy correspond- 
ents from oar employ. We learn that one 
person has rendered himself particularly ob- 
noxious in tbe office of Colonel Parkhurst, 
Provost Marshal at Nashville, and, when ap- 
prised of the fact, we telegraphed his dis- 
cbarge to him. We are confident that our 
army friends have found Mr. A. J. Daujrherty, 
one of our correspondents, to be a gentleman 
in every particular, and"we take great pleas- 
ure in commending him to their kind atten- 
tion. 

IUbsacks News. — In the morning one 
hundred and sinety-seven recruits and con- 
valescents were received from various points. 
But eleven deserters were reported yesterday 
as arriving from abroad — ten from Cincinnati 
tnd one from Indianapolis. 

Ninety-two convalescents were transferred 
to Nashville and six to Lexington. Six de- 
letters were forwarded to Nashville in irons. 

In the forenoon, John P. Bruce, of company 
K, 59th Indiana, was arrested at West Point, 
below tbe city on the river, and sent to the 
Military Pfison as a deserter. 

Samuel McCurdy, of company C, 3d Ken- 
lucky cavalry, was arrested in Oldham coun- 
i^fio being absent trom his regiment on 
That the boys of the army term "French 
leave/' He was forwarded to the city and 
confined in that part of the Military Prison 
reserved for deserters. The next time be en- 
joys a furlough be will find it advantageous 
to have his papers approved by at least the 
commanding officer of the regiment. 

Hirsm Braze!, of the 1st Kentucky heavy 
artillery, was sent to tbe military Prison, to 
await charges to be preferred against him for 
n misdemeanor. 

Two Confederate soldiers, transformed into 
citizens of the United States Government by 
embracing the Amnesty Oath, arrived from 
Nashville, and were sent across the Oaio 
river yesterday afternoen, to remain during 
the present rebellion. They were members 
of the 52d Georgia regiment, and deserted 
Johnston's army on last Friday. They tell 
the old story of the starving Confederacy, a 
balf-fed, half-clad army, dissatisfied and de- 
moralized. They saw no hopes of success for 
the Confederate cause, and embraced the first 
opportunity to avail themselves of the privi- 
leges granted by a compliance with the oath 
of amnesty. Thirty members of the 52d 
Georgia deserted the same day they left the 
regiment. They were forced to scatter into 
email parties in order to reach Federal lines 
in safety. They did not know whether the 
whole number were enabled to escape beyond 
the Confederate lines or not, but thought it 
more than probable. 

Arrival op Vktsrans. — The city was 
crowded with veteran regiments yesterday. 
MoBt of tbem were en route for the front, their 
furloughs having expired. The 31st Indiana, 
four hundred men; the 53d Ohio infantry, the 
4th Ohio cavalry, two hundred and eighty 
men, and the 5th Ohio infantry, two hundred 
ninety strong, all war-worn veterans, 
wcreSeturning to tbe field. As the regiments 
paradtd through the streets, we noticed that 
each displayed new silken banners, bearing 
no signs of service or soil of war. The old 
battle-flags, that bad been borne on many 
fields, soiled and tattered by winds and 
Btorm of battle, are furled and stored is the 
archives of the capitals of their respective 
States. Each banner silently speaks of a 
bright history, and the faded folds are sacred 
emblems of the past. The new banners were 
consigned to faithful hands when they were 
presented to the veteran regiments. Time 
will soil them and storms rend their folds, ret 
such trust will be faithfully guarded, and a 
history woven as bright for tbe new as makes 
sacred the old. All of the regiments leave for 
Nashville to-day. 

The 51st Ohio volunteers, numbering three 
hundred re-enlisted men, arrived from thj 
front, and left lor their homes on the Buckeye 
State. 



Soldier's Monument at Cave Hill. — Tbe 
committee appointed to report a plan 
to organize tbe association for the erec- 
tion of a monument at Cave Hill Cem- 
etery, to the pairioU interred there, who 
have lost their lives in the service of the 
Union, are requested to meet this evening at 
the rooms of the Sanitary Commission on 
Fifth street, between Main and Market. It is 
earnestly hoped that every member of the 
committee will be present, and that vigorous 
measures will be taken to provide the requi- 
site funds, secure an appropriate design, and 
■ve the work commenced. We think it 
wkH* more appropriate to erect a cenotaph, 
which would commemorate tbe sacrithesof 
those who sleep their last sleep in distant and 
unknown graves, as well as tbe devotion of 
those who repose in the cemetery where 
friendship may adorn the mounds, and love 
make its holiest pilgrimages. When the as- 
sociation is fairly under way, we do not 
doubt that there will be various modes pro- 
posed among our citizens to raise the re- 
quisite funds, and perhaps it will be necessary 
to commence by obtaining the money, that 
the committee may know how' far they can 
0 in contracting for the work. 



"Colonel Frank Wolford was placed 
under arrest by General Schofield, command- 
ing the Department of the Ohio, but, having 
subsequently received an order from Lieut.- 
Gen. Grant to report in person at Nashville, 
he was discharged, and will leave our city 
this morning for the purpose of obeying this 
last order. Colonel Wolford reached our city 
last night and was a guest of the Louisville 
Hotel, where he received the visits of a num- 
ber of his friends. He visited the Louisville 
Theatre for a short time, and, though he oc- 
cupied a private box, he was the observed of 
all observers, as far as he could be observed. 

t&~ We are pleased to announce that Col. 
S. D. Bruce has been reinstated as military 
commandant of the city of Louisville. He 
received tho order last night. We have not 
learned what diposition is to be made of Gen. 
Ewing. Rumor says that the District of 
Kentucky is to be divided, with one head- 
quarters at Lexington, and the other in this 
city. If such is tbe fact, we presume that 
General Ewing will take command of one 
district, and General Burbridge assume com- 
mand of the other.

PROCLAMATION by the GOVERN'OS 



To the People of Kentucky. 

Fellow Citizens: In view of the disturb- 
ance of fhe popular mind, produced by the en- 
rolment of slaves for the army ia Kentucky, 
it is deemed prudent to make the following 
suggestions, for the benefit and guidance of 
the loyal people of Kentucky : 

Your indignation should not move you to 
commit acts of violence, nor to unlawiul re- 
sistance. 

Standing as we have stood, and will ever 
stand, "for the Constitution, the Union, and 
the enforcement of tbe laws," we must repel 
the efforts of rebellion to overttjrow our 
government, by our gallant soldiers in the 
field, and meet and correct uojujt or uncon- 
stitutional legislation by legitimate appeals 
to the constituted tribunals of the govern- 
ment; and through the ballot-box displace, in 
the constituted modes, those who pervert or 
abuse tho trusts committed to them. This is 
the only true made of maintaining "tbe Con- 
•tltntlOO, the Union, and the enforcement of 
t'r.e laws." 

Tke more act of enrolling the names of 
slaves does not affect any right of the citizen. 
No draft has been ordered, nor do we know 
that a draft will be orderod. It may or it 
may not. 

We should abide by and maintain the law; 
and pursue, in the modes provided, the remedy 
it affords. If any violence or Wrong to the 
person or property of the citizen be commit- 
ted by any officer or soldier, against the known 
laws of the land, make your "accusation" in 
tbe mode prescribed by law; and, if the com- 
manding officer refuses or neglect3 to U3e his 
utmost endeavors to arrest the offher or sol- 
dier under bis command so accused, and hand 
him or them over to the civil magistrate for 
trial, when officially advised of the facts, the 
Executive of the State will prefer charges and 
demand a court-martial. 

In tbe Union, under the Constitution, and 
in accordance with law, assert and urge your 
rights. 

It is our duty to obey the law until it is 
declared, by judicial decision, to be unconsti- 
tutional. The citizen whose property may 
be taken under it, for public use, will be 
entitled, under the imperative mandate of 
the constitution, to a just compensation for 
bis private property so'taken for public use. 
Although tbe present Congress may not do us 
justice, yet it is safe to rely aptu the justice 
of the American people; and an appeal to 
them will not be unheeded or unanswered. 
Peace restored, and the unity of oar govern- 
ment preserved, will drive to ignominious 
distance those who in the agony of our con- 
flict perverted their saered trusts to the 
base uses of partisan ends and fanatical pur- 
poses. 

Uphold and maintain your government as 
constituted, and obey and enforce its just de- 
mands, as the only hope of perpetuating free 
institutions. THO. E. BRAMLETTE.

Her 
object in coming to Jeffersonville was to learn 
if shecould fiad any trace of Mr. Steele, as he 
had left the Confederate army, and it was sup- 
posed had joined a Union regiment. Mr. Holt, 
the undertaker of Jeffersonville, can give the 
friends of Mrs. Steele any information desired 
in reference to the last resting-place of tbe 
dead. 

We understand that there is much sickness 
among the refugees in the vicinity of our sis- 
ter city across the 'river, and that death is 
hurrying many of them to tbeir graves. 

Sixty-third Rkgimknt Enrolled Militu. 
Colonel Henry J. O'Neill, commissioned by 
Governor Bramlette to the Colonelcy of the 
63d regiment ot the enrolled militia of the 
State, comprised within the bounds of the 
Eighth and Ninth Wards of Louisville, has 
ordered an election of officers to take place at 
the usual voting precincts of those Wards on 
the first Saturday of April, which will be the 
2d of the month, for one Major in each bat* 
talion, one Captain, one 1st Lieutenant, one 
2d Lieuteuant, and one 3d Lieutenant to each 
company. 

IsayGY!. James J. Miller, Special Agent of 
the Postoffice Department, has been on atrip 
to the interior to asce rtain the causes of the 
irrrgularity of the mails in the direc- 
tion of Somerset. The weight of matter be- 
tween Stanford and Somerset has been so 
great that tbe proper pouches were laid over, 
as in consequence of bad roads the mails have 
been carried on borsebacE. Such arrange- 
ments have been made that this will be rem- 
edied in future. Col. Miller hopes to have 
entire regularity in a short timt on all the 
routes south of Frankfort and Lexington. 

Courts- Martial. — Colonel Johnson's court 
yesterday was occupied with the trial of 
Capt. Gapin. The evidence was recorded, 
and the arguments will be heard to-day. 

Two new members were added to Colonel 
Vaughn's court yesterday morning, Lieut. 
Col. A. A. Goodell, of tbe 36th Massachusetts 
volunteers, and Lieut. W. H. Rtratton, of the 
13th Kentucky regiment. Daniel S. Howard 
was tried, and to-day, Jacob Greaser, com- 
pany L, 2d Ohio heavy artillery, will be ar- 
raigned on the charge of desertion. 



A soldier of tbe 31st Indiana was 
brought before the Provost Marshal yesterday 
forenoon, charged with having passed a coun- 
terfeit twenty dollar note, at a retail store in 
the lower part of the city. After a brief ex- 
amination into the charge, the Marshal decid-' 
ed that it was a cate over which he had no 
jurisdiction. The prisoner was then turned 
over to the civil authorities for disposal.

Guerillas Dispersed ry a Gunij at. 
The Nashville Union !e>ims from M •. W. 
Thatcher, a passenger on board the steam- 
boat Ella Kaber, on her late trip down to ta«t 
ci'y from ilm Upper Cumberland, the fall pv- 
liculars relative to a guerilla attack upon a 
fleet of supi Iy boa s, on Friday last, at about 
11 o'clock, at a point some twenty miles bi- 
low Burkesville, Ky. The fleet consisted of 
the Elln Faber, the World, and Nettie Hartu- 
pe> , wlich bad carried a load of supplies to 
Uurnside Point, the head-waters of naviga- 
tion, arid the depot from which a large num- 
ber of troops in East Tennessee draw th tir 
ration?, and were on their return, having 
passed up unmolested. Trie fact that the bo it-> 
were without convoy became known ta a 
band of marauders, and they accordingly d;- 
teimined lo destroy them; but General Rdus- 
seau, ever vigilant, became informed of their 
presence and designs, and sent the gunboat 
Newsboy to tbeir relief; and but for a fog it 
would have met them at Burkesville on Fri- 
day morning; but it was delayed, and the 
guerillas, having posted themselves at a 
point twenty miles below Burkesville, 
opened on tbe Ella Faber, which was 
in the advance, riddling her in a 
frightful manner, but fortunately injuring no 
one. Tbey were all ou one side of the river, 
which enabled those on board the boat to 
take shelter. It likewise hadon board a squad 
of armed convalescents, who returned the fire, 
killing one of the villains and one horse. 
Scon after the filing commenced, a detach- 
ment of the 11th Kentucky cavalry cime 
upon the opposite side of the river, but tbe 
officers of the boat, fearing that they, too, 
were guerillas, did no: heed tbeir signals, but 
pushed on through tbe st3rm of ballets, and 
passed all danger, closely followed by the ; 
World, whtch was also badly riddled. The ; 
Nettie Harlupee, being a light boat, and hav- | 
ing on but little steam, ran over to the oppo- 
site shore, and was thus measurably protected j 
from the guerilla fire until the gunboat News- 
boy arrived, which it did in half an hour 
more, wheu the woods and hills were shelled, 
completely routing the marauders. A cavalry 
force has been sent in pursuit of tb.eb.tnd; 
but of the result we hive no knowledge. The 
number of the guerillas was about seventy- 
five. 



«J®" The expedition sent up the Yazoo at 
the time General Sherman moved on Merid- 
ian has returned to Vickeburg. It was com- 
posed of the 11th Tennessee, and a regiment 
of negroes. The expedition reached Fort 
Pemberton, and returned to Yazoo City, when 
Col. Coates disembarked bis command mid 
sent his boats to Vicksburg loaded with oot- 
ton and forage. Whilst awaiting the return 
of bis boats, he was attacked in Yazoo City 
by two brigades of cavalry, Ross's and Rich- 
ardson's. The fighting was desperate, las'iu » 
from 10 A. M. till 4 P. M. of Saturday, the 
5th inst., at times the men fighting in the 
streets hand to hand. The enemy was re- 
pulsed, and the boats, returning on Sunday. 
Col. Coates, according to bis order, re-em- 
barked bis command for Vicksburg. His 
loss was 18 killed; that of the enemy much 
heavier, including one major and One lieu- 
tenant. -

The 
long tables so bountifully supplied with all 
the substantiate and luxuries of tho season, 
form a feast which even the gods might envy 
and at once inform the guests that the steward 
is experienced in his duties. The General 
Lytic is indeed a model boat, and possessed of 
every advantage to render cabin passige 
agreeable nnd pleasant. She is truly a lit 
creation to perpetuate and preserve the honors 
of the hero whose name she bear3.

John Morgan has advertised that he 
will leave Decatur, Ga., for Morristown, 
Tetin., on Sunday next. The latter is alively 
place just now. Special despatches state that 
Col. Garrard with a detachment of the 3th 
and Oth Michigan, and 7th Ohio cavalrr, were 
attacked on Sunday, P. M., at Cheek's Cross 
RoA£9, five miles from Morristown, by a su- 
perior force under Cel. Gilner, and driven in 
to within a mile and a half of the town. At 
the same time the rebels attacked our cavalry 
ottposts on the light, tinder Lieut. Col. Klein, 
of the oi Indiana, but were handsomely re- 
pulsed. On Monday morning Col. Klein bad 
a sharp fight with a rebel cavalry force, Ras- 
kin's legion,ahout 4,000 strong. They whipped 
them handsomely, killing three, wounding 
five, and capturing cine, with no loss on his 
part. Pushing the enemy beyond Lick Creek, 
they captured two more prisoners, and the 
camp equipage of the command, which was 
left so hastily that our men secured the sseal 
the rebels were cooking at the time. Several 
times during the day small scouting parties 
have Leenoeea at different points en the Uue9, 
their object, doubtless, being to discover our 
position and strength. 

A special to th? Cincinnati Gazette 
says the exact strength cf the rebels at Dal- 
toa on Sunday was sevea divisions cf infan- 
try, and Roddy's, Hume's, Davidson's, anl 
Patterson's cavalry, tje whole commanded 
by Wheeler. The rebels also have sotce troops 
at the terry across tLe Coa6sioga River, be- 
tween Spring Place and Dalton, at Reeaca, at 
Calhoun, and at Rome. John Morgan has 
also 1,800 at Decatur, already mounted, and 
' mote waiting for horses. On the whole, 
the available rebel force now under Johnston 
is at oat 35,CC0 strong. Reinforcement; are 
arriving. The Georgia State troops are being 
• oncentrated at Dalton. They will probably 
be a seurce of weauces3 rather than 3trength 
to theTebel army.

Mr.Conness istroduced a bill authorizing the 
erection of buildings for tbe branch mint at 
San Francisco, which was read twice and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Finance.

Mr. Cox, of Ohio, from the Committee on 
Rules, reported adversely on the resolution 
referred to tbem to inquire into the expediency 
of establishing a new committee on minesand 
mining. 

Mr. Washburne, from the same committee, 
made an adverse report on the proposition for 
a new committee on national banks and bank- 
ing-bouses. Concurred in. 

The Senate amendments to the post-office 
at prop nation bill were then taken tip. Thess 
amendments appropriates $ti 10,OUO for the pay- 
ment of letter-carriers, and $100,000 to meet 
any deficiency which may exist in the post- 
office revenue. 

Tbe House resumed the consideration of the 
gold bill, and adopted tbe amendments offer- 
ed by Mr. Hubbard, of New York, yesterday, 
namely: Provided the obligation to create a 
sinking fund, by the act of February 25:h, 
1SC2, shall not be impaired thereby. 

ii r.Higby opposed the Government going in- 
to market with gold in its hands and trickster- 
ing to buy its own paper at less than its fac . 

Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, said he had 
changed his voice, and would uow vote for 
the bill. 

Mr. Stevens, of Pennsylvania, moved thn 
previous question. 

The House agreed to the first amendment, 
viz: Authorizing tbe Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to anticipate by a period not exceeding 
one year the payment of the interest on the 
public debt. 

The House next voted on agreeing to tbe 
Senate amendment authorizing tbe Secretary 
to seU gold. This amendment of the Sena'e 
was agreed to — 33 against 56. So the bill, as 
amended by tbe Senate aud Mr. Hubbard, was 
passed. 

The House proceeded to the consideration of 
the bill to drop unemployed general officers. 

Mr. Cox, of Ohio, opposed it, arguing that 
they should be dropped only after inquiry to 
MB whether tbey are incompettnt t>doso; 
otherwise it would be a stain on their charac- 
ters from which they ccu'.d not recover. 

Mr. Farnsworth favored the bill. He 
thought that general officers should bo treated 
as evcrj body else when their services are not 
wanted.

Sec. 1. Be it enacted, fc, That an "act in 
regard to imbeciles, their persons and es- 
tates," approved October 1, 1861, be so 
amended as to include within its provisions 
all persons whose minds, by reason of any 
infirmity or weight of age, have become so 
imbecile or unsound as to render them in- 
competent to manage their estates. 

Sec. 2. That where the income of any idiot, 
lunatic, imbecile, or incompetent person, 
shall exceed the amount actually necessary 
for tho support of such person and those de- 
pendent on his estate, according to his con- 
dition in life, and the expense of managing 
his estate, the committee of such person may, 
under the direction of any court of equity 
having jurisdiction, invest the surplus for 
the benefit of such person and his heirs

Be it enacted, ,J c, That whenever 
there is nojail in any county, or the same is 
insecure, or there is danger that any person 
confined therein, under any order or process
